tract with them to give a limited number of 
operatic performances in this country. They 
sue for $8,000. 

The warrant was berved upon Mascagni at 
his apartments in the Hotel Touraine by a 
sheriff this evening. The composer had re- 
ceived some intimation of the impending 
arrest and was not unprepared. 

Taken Before Judge Sheldon. 

Edward McCiennen, representing the at- 
torneys for Mascagni, requested that the 
case be taken before Judge Sheldon for im- 
mediate session, and accordingly, together 
with the legal representative of the Mitten- 
thals, a visit was paid to the home of Judge 
Sheldon at 538 Massachusetts avenue. 

Judge Sheldon, however, refused to hold 
a special session of the court at his home, 


for settlement at the regular session next 
Monday morning. A bond of $10,000 was sup- 
plied and upon its acceptance Mascagni was 
released without having been obliged to leave 
his hotel. 

Basis of Mittenthals’ Claim. 

The case grew out of the claim of the Mit- 
tenthals that they were In no way responsi- 
ble for the strike of the opera people, and 
that, inasmuch as they have struck and 
thereby ended the season, Mascagni! has 
broken the agreement under which the tour 


was made. 
Denies Responsibility. 

On the other hand, it is claimed by Mas- 
cagni that he did not hire the company and 
had nothing to do with the business manage- 
ment. The people struck because they did 


in advance. This money, it is claimed, 
should have been furnished by the Mitten- 
thals. 


_ Composer Talks of the Trouble. 

Mascagni blames his managers for the 
difficulties which brought an end to his 
American tour. The Italian composer ex- 
pressed himself as much disappointed at the 
turn of affairs, particularly as it will pre- 
vent his appearance in Chicago, where he 
was to have filled an engagement at the 
Auditorium. 

“t have been placed ina false light before 
the public, but I am ready to explain évery- 
thing,” said Sig. Mascagni, in referring to 
statements credited to the firm of Mittenthal 
Bros. & Kronberg, in which he is accused 
of committing a breach of contract. 

“ They say that I broke my contract, but I 
am ready to show my contract to the people 
and let them judge if I have broken it. I 
will have it translated into English, and I 
will give it to all the newspapers to publish, 
and then the public can see who broke the 


contract. 
Broke the Contract. —

LIGHT SNOW POSSIBLE TODAY. 


Flurries. Forecasted by Weather Man, 
with Brisk North Winds and Tem- 
perature at 32 Degrees.

MAKES ACCUSATION. 


Man Who Disposes of Jewelry 
_ dered Girls Declares It Was Given 

by the Wealthy Boston Youth Held 


on Suspicion—Points Out the Shop 

| where He Sold Timepieces and 
Identifies the DealerConfiicting 
Testimony in the Mystery. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.~[ Special, ]}—The 
mystery of the mysterious murders of two 
young women victims of the man known as 
“Jack the Slugger,” is nearing solution. A 
young mulatto arrested tonight admits hav- 
ing sold the two watches, but insists they 
were given to him by Alan G. Mason, the 
wealthy young man now held on suspicion. 

The mulatto, George L. O. Perry, says he 
sold both watches to' Joseph Nemser, the 
second hand dealer at 115 Cambridge street, 
Roston. was seen tonight by Nemeer, 
who apparently did not recognize him, but 
the mulatto had previously taken the officers 
to 115 Cambridge street and pointed out Nem- 
ser’s store as the place where he had aold 
both watches. 

Says He Knew Mason a Year. 

+ Halts says he has known Mason for a year. 
He tells of meeting Mason casually in both 
instances and securing both watches from 
him. He says he gave Mason $2.25 of what 
he received. 

Perry was arrested in Boston. He gives 

his age as 19, and says his residence is at 
26% Griggs street, Cambridge. He was taken 
Cambridge and locked up at station 2 as 
a witness in both the assault cages. 
The watches belonged to Miss Clara A. 
Morton of Waverly, and Miss Agnes BE. Mc- 
Phee of Somerville, both of whom were 
killed in the Same manner. 


How Man Was Discovered.

diately through two of its officials, Charles

These men were led to believe that the 
handwriting of a young negro whom they 
knew through the work of the society was 
similar to that contained on the cards filled 
out by the man who sold the stolen watches.

was murdered in Waverley. 


First Makes a Denial. 


At first the young man denied that he had 
ever sold a watch, but later made a statement 
which was taken down, by a stenographer.

Dublin a Military Camp. 

The military force of the city carries side- 
arms.

Dublin is supposed to have its own police, 
but the 1,200 men which comprise the munic- 
ipal force are under the control of two com- 
missioners appointed by the lord Neutenant 
at Dublin castle. The lord mayor of the city 
has not one word to say as to their control. 

All this is a part of the Dublin castle rule 
which England maintains tn Ireland only by 
the sheer weight of a force of police which 
costs $7,000,000 a year to maintain. Only 
Russia affords any comparison to this state 
of affairs.

AMERICAN MONEYTOBUILD 
CANADA’S NEW RAILWAY LINE. 


W. J. Hilands Is the Man Who Is Fi- 
-nancing the Plan for Northern Trans- 
continental Road. 3 | 


Although constructed under authority from 
the Canadian and English parliaments, the 
projected transcanada railway, which will 
extend from Quebec and Chicoutim, which is 
at the head of the tidewater in the Saguenay 
river on the east, to Port Simpson on the 
cap contro American 
italists. 

The enterprise, which is being financed by 
W. J. Hilands of Chicago, is backed, it is 
claimed, by a syndicate of seven New York 
and Chicago financiers, whose aggregate 
wealth is said to approach $500,000,000. 
There is, however, delay in the enterprise 
due to the inability of the promoters, who 
are largely Canadians, to secure from the 
Canadian parliament the concessions to 
which they think the magnitude and value 
to Canada of the enterprise.entitles them. 
What the promoters ask is the same conces- 
sions which the parliament gave to the Cana: 
dian Pacific railway—namely: 20,000 acres of 
land and $10,000 a mile of road. 

The parliament has granted practically 
those terms on a portion of the road, but 
on the greater part the grant so far con- 
ceded has been 6,400 acres anxd $8,200 a mile. 
The greater concessions on the entire line 
are being urged, and the promoters expect 
to get nearly what the Canadian Pactfic line 
eecured. 

Besides shortening the distance from - 
lantic to the Pacific seaboard in Canaan by 
several hundred miles, the promoters Say 
that the new line will tap a more fruitful re- 
gion than that reached by the Canadian 
te parallels it 280 miles to the 
south. 

The enterprise is said to have been man- 
aged in parliament by J. G. Scott of Quebec 
and that the portion of the road now under 
construction is in charge of Col. George Ear! 
Oburch, an American railway expert. The 
list’of Amegican promoters and shareholders 
includes, besides Mr. Hilands, John Farson 
of this city, Col, James McNaugtit, New 
York; and H. H. Melville, Boston. The 
names of the financiers whose capital will 
float the enterprise have not been made 
known, and their identity is concealed

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FLAWS IN TEMPLE LEPTER 


CAPT. WILLIAMS’ NOTE, 


State’s Attorney Is Not Convinced That 
Wiliam ©. Asay Had Any Share in 
the Tax Scandal and Recalls Con- 
Micting Statements Made by the 
Conspirator, Whe Is Now a Pugi- 
tive-More Irregularities in the 
Management of the Big Building. 


The letter which Capt. Edward Wiliams 
addreseed to the directors of the Masonic 
Fraternity Temple association for the ap- 
parent purpose of relieving the law firm of 
Thornton & Chancellor of any possible blame 
in the tax fixing scandal] has failed to con- 
vince Btate’s Attormey Densen that William 
C. Asay; whose name appeared in the letter, 
aivised Willams to “ fix” the taxes, 

Mr: “Deneen recalled yesterday the visit 
which Williams made to his office a day or 
two after the tax fraud was exposed. He 
was accompanied by Justus Chancellor and 
had in his possession the bogus tax receipt. 

On the occasion of this visit it is said that 
Mr. Chancellor admitted that he advised 
Williams in the matter of the legitimate 
payment of the taxes on the Masonic temple, 
and also declared that the taxes were paid 
im the county treasurer’s office in the pres- 
ende of two witnesses. Williams. made the 
same assertion to Mr. Deneen. 

Thus the letter in the hands of the temple 
airectore becomes an object of curiosity and 
revives the old question, “ Who got the 
$20,000?" 

More Irregularities Found. 

Other questions were agitating the direc- 
tors yesterday. In the investigation which 
the new management is making of the books 
of the association it has been discovered 
that several tenants of the building are in 
arrears for their rent, according to the rec- 
ords, but that these tenante are invariably 
the posseseors of receipts or other evidence 
showing that they have paid their indebt- 
edness. 

Among these tenants is a business woman 
who was summoned to the office of the as- 
sociation and asked to pay back rent 
amounting to $8,000. To the surprise of the 
dir rs, the woman produced checks 
drawn on the First National bank, which 
had been honored and canceled by that in- 
stitution, in the payment of her rent. After 
exhibiting the checks the woman dared the 
management to take any steps toward oust- 
ing her from the building. 

Several other tenants have been discov- 
ered who have settled their rents efther with 
Capt. Williams or other officiale of the as- 
sociation, yet their accounts do not show 
payment, 

No Special Grand Jury. 

State's Attorney Deneen has decided not to 
ask for a special grand jury to consider the 
evidence which he has been gathering from 
Luke Wheeler’s confessions. For the last 
week he has been holding daily conferences 
with Wheeler, occasionally with James B. 
Hoy, and once or twice with Michael Walsh, 
who was one of the important witnesses in 
the Williams-Wheeler trial. The work of 
verifying all of Wheeler’s statements has 
progressed slowly, yet it has gone far enough 
to warrant the statement that the forthcom- 
ing trial of James H. Gormley, president of 
the Masonic Fraternity Temple association 
will be replete with developments. 

It is understood that Wheeler has given the 
state’s attorney sufficient Information to 
bring about the indictment of the heads of a 
number of corporations on the same charge 
as the one lodged against Williams, Wheeler, 
Hoy, and Healy—conspiracy to defrand the 
eounty of lawful taxes. At least some of 
the promissory notes which figured in Wheel- 
er’s trial for forgery are likely to reappear 
in the coming trial. 

Elusive Capt. Williams. 

Captain Williams continues to evade the 
detectives who are searching for him. Not 
one reliable clew to his whereabouts has 
been found since the day of his disappear- 
ance nearly two weekeago. There have been 
numerous false rumors, some of which have 
been exploded at considerable trouble. The 
last one came to the surface yesterday when 
Williams was reported to be in Waukegan. 
Another falee report had him ina sanitarium 
at Kenosha.

Christian Asociations to Make Special 
Effort—Reports for Year Show Great- 
est Growth Yet Recorded. 


The Young Men’s Christian associations all 
over the world and many churches will ob- 
gerve this week as a season of epecial prayer 
and effort for young men. Many pastors 
have written the Chicago association that 
they will preach sermons to young men to- 
day. The twenty-six departments of the 
Chicago association will observe the day and 
week by special meetings. 

No year in the history of the association 
movement in North America has shown a 
more general advance tham the one just past. 
There are 1,575 associations, a gain of 99 
over last year, which in turn reported 28 
more than any previous year. The adult 
membership at the close of 1901 was 284,912. 
or @ gain of 16,485 for the year. There was 
also a gain of 7,687 in the number of juniors. 

The associations owm 414 buildings, a net 
gain of 28 during the year, with a net value 
of real property of $20,407,000. 

The whole tumber of paid officers em- 
ployed is 1,714, being 95 more than a year 
ago. There is a phenomenal growth in the 
educational class work. 

The railroad work has increased unti)] there 
are now 175 associations, a gain of 18 during 
the year, with a membership of over 50,000 


railroad men.

Thus an exact continulty had been deter- 
mined between the end of the prehistoric 
- of unwritten record and the beginning 

7,000 years of written record of Egyptian 
history. 

This is entirely the resuit of archeology. 
No word or sign writing helped in the dis- 
covery, the scholar understanding only the 
written record. It would seem that there 
is nothing tn the Site but a meaningless cart- 
load of flints and potsherds. 

The coming year’s work will be on the 
site of the oldest temple of Abydos, which 
has hitherto been only cleared down to the 
eighteenth dynasty level. The reused blocks 
of the sixth, eleventh, and twelfth dynasties 
show a series of temples. 

Another great work is the clearing of two 
immense tombs of the twelfth dynasty of

Tye than the government could possibly 
grant, additional humiliation was added to 


his failure by the fact that the only votes 


cast in behalf of the administration were 
by the radicals, the social democrats, and 
the national liberals, that ts to say, by the 
factions which the kaiser hag always re- 
garded with suspicion and even with down- 
right hostility. It therefore is regarded, not 
only at Berlin but also in foreign capitals, 
that the usefulness of Count Billow as chan- 
celior of the empire has come to its end, and 
that inasmuch as there would be nothing to 
be gained from a government point of view 
in dissolving the reichstag the best issue 
from the present crisis in connection with 
the tariff will be for the kaiser to appoint 
some other statesman to take the count's 
place at the head of the administration of 
the kngdom of Prussia and of the German 
empire in the palace of the Wilhelmstrasse-. 


Four names are mentioned as those from 


‘among whom the successor of Count Bilow 


as chancellor of the empire is likely, to be 
chosen. But only three need be taken into 
eensideration. For that of the fourth— 
nmamely: Prince Henry Herbert Bismarck—is

Prince Hermann Hoheniohe is the head of 
the -mediatized or formerly reigning house 
of that name, which still enjoys sovereign 
rank.

of German influence at the expense of the na- 
tive Austrian. If this report were true, it 
would equally militate against the prince's 
appointment as chancellor. For Bmperer 
William could not well intrust the direction 
of the foreign affairs of his empire to a dip- 
lomat who had rendered himself obnoxious 
as ambassador at the court of Austria, that 
is to say, of Germany's principalally. — 
Prince Bulenberg being out of the way 

the remaining candidate is General Count 
Wedel, who has already been slated for some 
time past as destined to succeed him as am- 
bassador at Vienga. Count Wedel is a Han- 
everian by birth, was a member of the king 
of Hanover’s household, and fought under 
the Hanoverian flag against the Prussians at 
the battle of Langenzalsa. On the outbreak 
of the war with France he entered the Ger- 
man army, distinguished himself during the 
campaign, and afterwards figured for a num- 
ber of years as military attaché of the Ger- 
man embassy at Paris and then at Vienna.. 
He showed such remarkable diplomatic tal- 
ents that he was sent as minister to Sweden, 
where he married the immensely wealthy 
widowed Countess Platen, daughter of the 
late Count Hamilton, governor genera) of 
Stockholm. Owing to this union with a for- 
eigner he was removed from the diplomatic 
service. But he soon recovered the present 
emperor's good will, became governor gen~- 
eral of Berlin, and was then sent as ambeassa- 
dor to Rome, where he has been a great suc- 
cess.

DISCOURAGING ARMY MARRIAGES. 

The visit to Germany of the adjutant 
general of the army has borne fruit. He has 
studied the German military system to good 
purpose. In his report to the secretary 
of war Gen. Corbin sets forth his opinions 
on military matrimony and regimenta! sing- 
ing. A German army officer is not allowed 
to marry unless be has an adequate income. 
German soldiers are as skilled in song as in 
the manual of arms. 

“ The early marriages of younger officers 
- « « @¥e greatly to be deplored,” says the 
general, “ and should be discouraged.” The 
general does not say how they can be dis- 
couraged. The meager pay of the lieuten- 
ant, which the general considers too small 
for two, so far has been no bar to matri- 
mony. The army has flourished on inade- 
quate salaries. ere are more sous of 
army officers seeking admission to West 
Point than there are congressmen to send 
them there. However, if marriages must 
be made by subalterns, and young couples 


must suffer from inadequate incomes and 


be separated while the soldier is “ hiking ” 


‘in the far off Philippines, Gen. Corbin pro-: 


poses to make life easier by song. Every 
regiment should have its marching song. 
“Frequent practice in singing during the 
long winter evenings would do much to 
make our men satisfied,” says he. Herea 
difficulty would arise. Who is to write 
the songs which the soldiers are to sing in 
bivouae and battle? It will be an easier 
matter to get up regimental yells than regi- 
mental songs. 

The army has been deprived of the can- 
teen; it is now proposed to limit matrimony, 
and by way of consolation to offer the gal- 
lanta in blue the opportunity to sing. “A 
young officer,” says Gen. Corbin, “ should 
have but one allegiance and that should be 
the service.” Doubtless there are objections 
to early military marriages and compensa- 
tions in song, but it is dou‘tful if the army | 
will take kindly to the general’s recom- 
mendations even though they bear the stamp 
of high German authority. 


BACK TO THE ELIZABETHAN. 

Last winter Chicago saw Ben Jonson’s 
“The Case Is Altered” presented with 
Elizabethan staging and costuming by the 
students of the university. This winter it 
is to see the pre-Hlizabethan morality play 
“ Everyman ” presented by an English com- 
pany under the managemert of Mr. Charles 
Frohman. At the same time the lyrics of 
the sixteenth and early part of the seven- 
teenth centuries are getting beautiful bind- 
ings and at least occasional readings. Is it 
fantastic to see in all this a spirit which 
goes a little bit beyond antiquarianism? 
When an American approaches poetry and 
the drama there is much that attracts him 
in Elizabethan England. 

In fact, there are correspondences be- 
tween the England of 1600 and the America 
of 1900 which are more than superficial. A 
fresh consciousness of power, an exuber- 


ance of purpose, a love of novelty, a passion | 


for travel, a desire to learn from older na- 
tions coupled with.a confidence in home in- 
stitutions and manners, a beginning of inde- 
pendence of the foreigner in literary fash- 
ions after a long period of imitation, an ex- 


i pansion of national boundaries, a quest for 


sea power, an intoxicated national imagina- 


y tion. 


‘athe all these things the England of 
three centuries ago is much nearer,us than 
the England of today. The England of to- 
day is mature. Its literature is that of ac- 
complishment.. It produces a George Mere- 
dith. The Hngland of 1600 was young. It 
looked out and forward with the same eager- 
ness which can now be observed in the 
United States. Ingenuity, high spirits, 
braggadocio, the flash of the eye, the leap 
of. the heart were then, as_now, the marks 
of a youthful English speaking people. 
‘We have studied Victorian literature out 
of sheer reverence for our British cousins 
literary swperiority. It may be that we 
shall take to Elizabethan literature in truer 
sympathy. If like calls to like, if youth 
seeks youth, if similar circumstances bring 
similar results, the countrymen of Dewey 
cannot but have a more than curious interest 
in the contemporaries of Drake. The acci- 
dental fact that it was in both caseg the de- 
feat of a Spanish navy that raised the na- 
tion to full vigor is not without its poetical 
appropriateness. One may hope that social 
and political resemblances of this kind may 


| be followed by literary resemblances of a 


similar kind, and that as an outburst of 
power brought England a strong native lit- 
erature, it may perform the same kindly 
office for the United States. Stranger things 
have happened when history has been , a 
for repetition. 


| MURDERS IN NEW ENGLAND. 

‘That week is now the exception in New 
England when the newspapers do not report 
murders of a mysterious kind, the victims, in 
the ‘great majority of cases, being women. 
Three such cases are now engaging public 
attention in that section, and thus far the 
guilty parties have not been apprehended. . 

Since the 17th of June last a number of 
murders of women, as well as attempts to 
commit murder, have oceurred in the sub- 
urbs of Boston. There is every reason'to | 
believe that the assaults were the work of | 
one person, as the weapon used was the same 
in each case—a blunt iron bar. After 
months of searching the police arrested Alan 
G. Mason, member of one of the best known 
families in Boston, who had been contined 
in an insane asylum three times when af- 
flieted with aggravated melancholia. There 
are some citcumstances which indicate guilt, 
but there are more, and these weighty ones, 
which indicate inngcence, and the prepon- 
derance of testimony is in favor of Mason, 
It looks as if the police have made a mistake 
and will have to search elsewhere for the 
murderer. | 

In Reading, Essex cite: Mass., a wom- 
an suddenly disappeared. She had been miss- 
ing several days, when some boys, hunting, 
fotind her mutilated body in the woods. The 
police have suspicions of the man who did 
the deed, but when they went to arrest him 


he had vanished as completely as if the 


eatth had swallowed him up. At Cole- 
brook, N. H., the other day a young woman 
returning home from shopping was as- 
saulted by a would be murderer on a lonely 
road and left in an apparently dying condi- 
In this, case,” as in the others, the po- 
lice have been unable to find the man. | 

New England is not the only scene of 
these brutal crimes. ‘There is scarcely a 
day in New York in which some cruel and 
mysterious murder, often of a peculiarly re- 
volting kind, is not reported. The preva- 
lence of murders has aroused considerable 
discussion, but as yet none of the students 
of sociology and criminology have been able 
to give a satisfactory explanation. One 
alienist who has examined insane cases for 
years declares that insanity has nothing to 
do with the increase of murders, and that 
it is only in extreme cases of dementia that 
there is a desire to commit murder, and that 
patients are always placed in asylums be- 
fore they réach that stage. Dr. Parkhurst, 
in this connection, hits pretty near the mark 
when he says that the increase of crime is 
due to the decrease of respect for authority, 
beginning in the home and showing itself in 
disobedie to home laws, which leads to 
contempt for the laws of the country. He 
says. further: ‘ We become habituated to 
the things we talk about and read about. 
Hence it has come to pass that even in polite 
society men and women, good men and wom- 
en they are, too—fail to experience any but 
the mildest, sort of a shudder upon learning 
of the most atrocious crimes, and that late 
recruits to the ranks of the murderers are 
not. altogether from the lower classes.” 
Jane Addams, the other day, expressed a 
similar sentiment, attributing the increase 
of crime to the lack of respect for public 
authority and to the failure to enforce laws. 
Some day the public will have to give heed 
to these warnings. The crime of murder is 
increasing not only in New England and 
New York but all over the country. The 
record for 1902 will show the largest number 
of murders for many years past, the total be- 
ing! out of all proportion to the increase of

THE FUTURE OF THE KITCHEN. 

In the rapid march of modern domestic 
improvements, accelerated by labor saving 
devices and inventive genius, the old fash- 
ioned adjuncts of the home are disappearing 
one after the other. The attic, as it used to 
be, no longer exists. In most modern houses 
there is a space underneath the roof big 
enough to store old books and the family 
portraits which gradually are pushed out 
of their places below stairs and sent up 
where they will be out of harm’s way and 
out of sight, also. The spare chamber no 
longer exists in the sense it once did, when 
it was only thrown open on the rare occa- 
sions of family state. The parlor, that dark, 
mysterious room with its solemn furniture, 
its family bible, and mottoes, and pictures, 
long ago vanished. The library, too, often 
divides its functions with a sitting room, 
cardroom, and smoking room. The dining 
room remains, and probably always will re- 
main, for man must eat. No mareh of prog- 
ress can affect that. 


There is left the kitchen, but how long will 


it be left? Discussing this problem in Good 
Health, Dr. David Paulson is of opinion, in 
view of the large number of ready cooked 
preparations that are now on the market, the 
kitchen soon will disappear, because it will 
not be needed. He shows that cereal foods 
are prepared in factories under expert super- 
vision much more satisfactorily than they 
ean bein any kitchen. Peas and beans can 
be baked on a large scale far more econom- 
ically. The cereal nut food and soup stocks, 
which can be ready for the table by simply 
mixing hot water with them, show the su- 
periority of the food factories. It is ac 


knowledged everywhere that fruits can be | 


canned, and jams, preserves, and pickles put 
up to better advantage in the factories than 
they can be in any individual home. Look- 
ing the situation over, Dr. *Paulson is of 
opinion that “ the kitchen, like the spinning 
wheel and the old fashioned reaper, must 
sooner or later become merely a relic of a 
bygone age. There will be those who will 
deplore the disappearance of the kitchen 
and home cooking, but its days will soon be 
numbered.” . Undoubtedly there will be 
many who resist this invasion of the 
kitchen by the food factories and the home 
delicacy companies, but at the present rate 
of progress, as well as of economy, the 
kitchen may have to go, because there will 
be little or nothing for it todo. In that case 
there will be some consolations. The dis- 
appearance of the kitchen may largely help 
to solve the servant girl problem. It will 
also end the exasperating references by hus- 
bands to the things that “ mother made.” 


_A SCARLET FEVER SERUM. 

The announcement by Dr. Moser of Vien- 
na at the Carlsbad medical congress that 
he is satisfied that he has discovered a scar- 
let fever serum is followed by the report 
that Dr. Charltan of McGill university, 
Rockefeller fellow of pathology, has made 
a similar discovery. Scientific investigators 
often reach an identical’ conclusion within 
a, short space of time. There could be no 
stronger corroboration of the genuineness 
of Dr. Moser’s discovery than the fact that 
another student should have independently 
reached the same result. 

The announcement made at Carlsbad is 
confirmed by the most eminent and conserva- 
tive authorities in Vienna, where they have 
seen the serum administered to the scarlet 
fever patients in St. Anne’s hospital during 
the last year. Dr. Moser treated 400 chil- 
dren suffering from searlatina, of whom 8.9 
per cent died, while the mortality in the 
other hospitals where the serum was not 
used was 13.09 per cent. Furthermore, Dr. 
Moser says that he was unable to reach the 
best results because the supply of serum was 


always i.adequate. 


It’ is inevitable that announcements of 
such discoveries should be received con- 
servatively and even skeptically, but in this 
instance there can be too much conserva- 
tism. The two announcements challenge 
immediate investigation. Diphtheria anti- 
toxin has done all that was claimed for it. 
If Dr. Moser’s discovery proves what he be- 
lieves it to be he will rank with Behring, who 


has expanded under gentle guidance and en- found the diphtheria serum, as one of the

which for several years past has been to 
such an extent associated with Russian aims 
and policy in the southeast of Europe as to 
constitute little else than a mere Muscovite 
outpost in the Balkans. 

That the young empress should have had 
her way in thig matter, even at the cost of 
Servian good will and alliance, shows that 
her influence over her husband and in Rus- 
sian politics has been underestimated until 
now.

-The attitude of the New York dealers and publi¢ toward their local 
artists forms a pleasing contrast to that of Chicago. When an artist has 
been born or educated in their state or city his progress and work become 
subjects of particular interest. The people are proud of him, whether he 
has ever been in Europe or not. His canvases are displayed by the dealers 
of his own city and shown with especial appreciation to visitors in the gal- 
leries as the work of “ one of our own artists.” 

_ Even in his own endeavors to exhibit his pictures the Chicago artist is 
remarkably handicapped. I know of an instance where one of our best 
artists represented in the exhibition now in progress arranged with a dealer 


pon sbvitattend. When the time came he went in; what was his amasemeat 
to find the room totally dark, while the apartment beyond, displaying an 
exhibition of New York pictures, was brilliantly lighted? 

_ Hopes for happier prospects in the future come in movements like that 
of the Chicago organization called the Society of Associated Arts, which 
purposes to help art in all its phases and artists in every walk of life. De- 
signers as well as painters, collectors and dealers in art alike are members. 
They will soon open a permanent exhibition, where every member of the 
society can exhibit and sell his work, each artist being entitled to hang 
‘one picture all the time and four if they be deemed sufficiently meritorious.

I find great detriment to artistic progress in the persistent study of 
black and white from casts.

Yorkton, N. W. T., Nov. 8.—[Special. ]—The 
Doukhobor army has cressed the boundary 
between the territories and the province and 
a few minutes before noon marched into 
Manitoba. Tonight they have reached the 
Assiniboine and are encamped at Millwood, 
overlooking the river. 


There is a notable diminution in theenergy | 


with which the women shake their heads 
and say, “ni, ni” (mo, no), when asked to 
go back to their farms. All are willing to 
take any form of vegetable food. Four days 
ago many absolutely refused any form of 
nourishment and would dash on the ground, 
or from the lips of their friends and chil-

Drop Singing for Cooking. 


On Friday, however, all -were eating cheer- 


| fully. Yesterday many of them assisted in 


the cooking of potatoes, onions, cabbage, and 
Other vegetables. Today the cooking fires 
' Jit eutside the buildings are dividing with the 
‘peatm singing the honors of popularity. 

Twelve hundred loaves of bread were 
shipped in on last night’s train from Win- 
nipeg. Five hundred loaves will be sent 
from the city daily. 

The work of relief has been on an or- 
ganized basis ever since the pilgrims ar- 
rived at Yorkton. Night and day they have 
not been out of the supervision of the officials 
for a single moment. Several special con- 
stables were sworn in and took turns in 

‘guarding the four buildings in which the 
women were sheltered. 

Meantime the men are marching steadily, 
east. The grass is beaten down almost flat. 
On the trail itself and fortwo yards on either 
side not a blade of vegetabie life is to be seen. 
Here and there the breeze has not yet ob- 
literated the prints of naked feet in the dust, 
though they passed three days before. 


' Are Searching for Jesus. 

At Saitcoats the pligrims marched into 
town at noon, singing their weird processional. 
The citizens lined the sidewalk as they came 
it. They said they were journeying to find 
Jesus; that they were in daily expectation of 
meeting him, and that they wanted all men 
to join in the search. They said they were 
doing as did the aposties—going without 
purse or scrip, and expecting to be fed by 
God, who would put it into the hearts of men 
to give them food. 

The villages that received them well they 
would sojourn at for a time, but those that 
received not their message they would shake 
its dust from their feet. After wandering 
ground the little town and begging for bread 
money they would not accept—they again 
Wanted to address the citizens. As several 
loads of grain were coming in Overseer 
Smithet told them they could not block the 
road, andsmust move on.

Thi st man, too, poor fellow, must spend | 
@ lot of money to support the dignities of his 
position—dignities that, were once wont to be 
considered wholly complimentary and of an. 
imaginative order. He must give the bride 
and groom a nice pretent, to begin with; he, 
too, must have new wedding garments for 
each of the many ante-wedding entertain- 
ments to which he will naturally be invited, 
and which, to say more,: he is expected to 
attend.

‘Plot of the Tragedy. 


The story, in outline as it is known now, is 


this: 

Tullio and Theodolinda were the children 
of Murri, one of she most distinguished phy- 
sicians in Italy, living in a villa just outside 


Bologna. The son was a leading member of 


the municipal council. The daughter had 
been in love with her father’s medical as- 
sistant, Secchi, 
but despite this she was married to Count 
Buonmartini. 

After a number of: years of married lif 
during Which two children were born, The.

reconcile their temperaments and separated. 
About three months ago they were induced 
to forget their disagreements, and the wife 
returned to her husband.

wife, but these reports gained currency after 
the event which forms the basis of the trage- 
rather than before it. 

While Theodolinda was absent in Venice

turned late and locked himeelf in his room. 
For two days his servants did not see him 
and his door remained closed. 

‘They became alarmed at this, and at the 
expiration of the second day summoned the 
authorities. Tullia, in the capacity of a mu- 
nicipal councilor, responded, and after hear- 
ing the story of the éervants ordered the po- 
lice to break in the door to the count’s room.

The countess was found in the Buon- 
martini palace. When the police officers ar- 
rived she invited them to enter. She was clad 
in a beautiful dressing gown. Having been 
told that she must be put under arrest, she 
requested time for preparation.

brushed her hair, and cleaned her teeth, and 
‘announced that she was ready.”

«, In Italy, as in France, the preliminary in- 
vestigation of a crime of this character is 
place@ in the hands of a magistrate, who 
has the authority to summon witnesses and 
take testimony. This evidence is regarded 
as secret and the proceedings of the examin- 
ing court are not public. The magistrate 
may order the arrest of any persons he may 
see fit and have them detained until the 
trial of the case. Sosoon as his investigation 
is over he hands his report of the matter 
to the crown prosecutor, who orders Lg 
brought for trial if he considers that there 
are sufficient ground for it. 

In this respect the magistrate, sitting in 
secret hearing, resembles the grand jury of 
bay American criminal system.

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PLAN TO ABOLISH — 
DEBTORS’ PRISON 


Declared. to Be Used Merely as 
| a Vehicle of Re- 
venge. | 


HAT vehicle of revenge and personal 
animosity known as the law of im- 
prisonment for debt is being attacked 
by men interested in the revision of 
Illinois’ laws. Itis declared a “ relic of 

medievalism,’’ and efforts are being made to 
have it annulled. 

Every month there is an average of two 
_ persons taken to the county jail and con- 

fined for debt. Once in awhile the debtor de- 
serves his fate, but more frequently it is a 
case of persecution and revenge. Generally 
the creditor finds himself compensated after 
he has kept the unfortunate on prison fare 
for a couple of months, but once in awhile a 
case runs for a half year. 

Not infrequently the attempt at revenge is 
fruitiess, as the plight of the debtor arouses 
the prison authorities and his case is taken 
before some judge, who releases him. 

It is to remove the possibility of these per- 
secutions that the demand is made for the 
repeal of the law. Its presence in the stat- 
utes has been made one of the arguments for 
a revision of the constitution which has been 
undertaken by the Civic federation, and the 
jail officials support the demand for a repeal. 

One instance of recent occurrence is given 
to illustrate the abuse of the law. A man 
Was.brought into the county jail for debt 
and his condition indicated that he did not 
have a cent in the world. He was nearly 
- Starved, and his clothes barely hung on him 
it was discovered also that his family was 
destitute, in want of food and the necessities 
of life. 

Merely to Harass Debtor. 

Jailer Whitman became interested and he 
Carried the case of the man to one of the 
_ judges. The man had been committed by 
& justice of the peace, who had evidently 
lent his efforts to the desire of the creditor 
to haerase the debtor. The judge simply 
looked at the prisoner and immediately or- 


dered his release. He did not eat more than ° 


. ®ne Meal in the jail. The judge even waived 
the formality of iseuing the papers. 

“ What is needed,”’ he said, “is to get that 
man back to his family. The papers can be 
Oxed afterward.”’ 

In that case the revenge of the creditor 

was epolled, but in many others it js suc- 
cessful. The debtor is forced to eat prison 
fare, which may be nourishing but cannot 
be called appetizing, as long ae the creditor 
thinks it worth while to pay $3.50 a week to 
carry out his purpose. 

Most readers are familiar with the old 
English law of imprisonment for debt as at- 
tacked by Dickens. The law which is con- 
@emned in Illinois is not capable of being 
abused as wae its ancestor in England, 
but men interested in its repeal deciere that 
there should be no such opportunities af- 
forded. Im theory a debtor can be impris- 
oned only when he refuses to pay debts 
which he is able to meet or which he has 
contracted by fraud. 


Long Game of Waiting. 

‘There have been some curious exhibitions 
of obstinacy given at the county jail, with 
the creditor sticking steadfastly to his pur- 
pose of paying the board of the debtor, who 
in turn obstinately refuses to pay and takes 
his prison fare of meat stew and coffee month 
after month.

He ig a chemist, For a long time he 
and the minister, being neighbors, had been 
accustomed to undertaking long arguments 
on religious subjects until the clergyman, 
seeing that he was wasting his force on an 
obstacle which had no intentions of being 
converted, quit the pastime—as it was to 
the chemist—and refused to- be drawn into 
discussion.

While the New York bank statement issued 
day was, perhaps, no worse than the 
street expected, it certainly was about as bad 
as the average bear trader had counted on. 
There was an almost complete reversal of 
form as compared with the reports of the 
last two weeks. That is to say, instead of an 
increase in every item there was a loss in 
every one, with the single exception of cir- 


culation. 

As foreshadowed by the esti- 
mates, based on the known movements of 
money, the banks lost quite heavily in cash 
last week. The decrease in lawful money 
holdings fell off nearly $5,000,000, of which, 
$3,144,400 was in legal tenders and the re- 
mainder in specie. Largely as a result of 
this there was a decrease in the surplus re- 
serve of about $8,500,000, the total for that } 
item being brought down to $17,852,350. This 
compares with $8,689,900 on the corresponding 
date last year, and with $4,606,000 on Nov. 10 
1900,. but, a& is well known, the more favor- 

atiie showing which is now made has been 
vende about almost entifely through arti- 
ficial means, and its value from a stock mar- 


*. ket point of view is consequently diminished 


to a considerable extent. 

The one favorable point in the bank state- 
ment was the showing of a decrease in loans, 
put the change in this account was so small 
as to cut little figure in the general result.

Outlook for Boxhoard Shares. 

The declaration of. a dividend of 1% per 
cént for the first quarter on Boxboard pre- 
ferred, announcement of which came too 
late on Friday to have much éffect om the 
market on that day, was made the signal 


j yesterday for the starting of a good buying 


movement in the shares on the local ex- 
change. The preferred was sent up to 60% 
and the common {o124%. Wrenn & Co. were 
the principal buyers, taking the preferred up 
to practically the top price, while the selling 
was scattered, a large portion of itapparent- 
ly coming from the room trading element. 


All but a fraction of this sharp advance | 


was, however, lost before the close. During 
the ‘last half hour the slump in the Wall 
Street market was reflected in a much weaker 
tone for local stocks, and the early support 
was to a considerable extent withdrawn.

The earnings given would be equal to only 
2.65 per cent om the common stock, and in 
this calculation no allowance is made for 
depreciation charges. 

The statement of earnings which has been 
given out does not, however, include the 
earnings of the American Strawboard com- 
pany, which will not be applicable for Box- 
‘board purposes uftil the directors of the 
American company see fit to declarea divi- 
dend. When that will be is a matter of pure 


conjecture. So far this year the earnings of 


the American company are understood to 
have been at the rate of about 8 per cent on 
the $6,000,000 capital stock of that corpora- 
tion, probably in the neighborhood of $450,- 
000 for the full year. Incase the directors of 
this company were to declare a dividend it 
would hardly be im excess of 4 per cent, 
which would add $240,000 to the earnings of 
the Boxboard company, and which, on the 
basis of the same calculation, would leave a 
surplus of equal to 4.2 per cent on the com- 
mon stock. 

The situation therefore indicates, while 
the Boxboard company should under orili- 
nary circumstances be able to maintain the 
full 7 per cent dividend rate on the preferred 
stock, it will probably take some time before 
the common shares can be made to return 
anything to the holders.
